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Twin Girls, 11, Drown 
In Grass Lake When 
Thin Ice Gives Way 

Samuel Beaman Unable to 

Save Daughters, Mary 

Jane, Hazel Jean 



There was sadness in. the Grass 
Lake Grade School this week among 
thp children. 

The twins, Mary Jane and Hazel 
Jean Beaman, 11, who although en- 
rolled in the sixth grade but a 
short time ago, had proved so 
Interesting to their classmates, are 
missing. 

The little girls were drowned 
Sunday when they fell through the 
Ice about 50 feet off the cast shore 
south of the Grass lake bridge. 

Their father, Samuel Beaman was 
nearly drowned trying to rescue 
1 them. 

The tragedy occurred on the day 
that the Beamons were holding a 
birthday party in celebration of the 
first anniversary of little Margery 
Louise Beaman, youngest tof the six 
other Beaman children. The Bea- 
mons live at Grass lake. 

The drowning occurred about 1:15 
p.m .Deputy Sheriff Edward Boehm 
said the girls fell through the ice 
while playing with an unidentified 
neighbor boy. The boy ran to the 
Beaman home near Sunset-lodge and 
summoned Mr. Beaman, 44, who 
dashed out on the thin ice to save 
his children, but he too, broke 
through into the icy water. 

Fred Mitchell, a neighbor, quickly 
obtained a rope which he tossed to 
Mr. Beaman, floundering in the 
water and pulled him to shore. 
Recover Bodies Soon 

The Antioch Rescue squad sped 
to the scene, too late to effect a 
rescue, but recovered the bodies in 
, about 30 minutes. 

Dr. Alan Thain pronounced the 
girls, dead at the scene of the acci- 
dent and gave attention to Mr. 
Bcamon who suffered from ex- 
posure. 

School attendants said that the 
twins had been out of school suffer- 
ing from flu but had planned to re- 
turn this week. An older brother, 
Robert, is in the eighth grade. 

The teachers said the twins were 
"alert little girls," who had done 
well in their work since enrolling in 
September. 

The two children, not used to con- 
ditions of the lake, no doubt pre- 
sumed that the ice south of the 
bridge was as thick as that north of

Ralph Gresens Saved 
By Safety Belt in 
Car-Truck Collision 



Ralph Gresens believes he is 
alive today because he wore a safety 
belt while driving his car last Fri- 
day evening. 

The proprietor of Thebest Vene- 
tian Blind Co., residing at 887 Main 
street, escaped with a concussion, 
a badly cut lip, a leg injury and 
bruises when his car rammed into 
a trailer truck parked on the high- 
way on Rte, 59 just north of Grand 
ave. i 

The truck driver, Stanley Gan- 
. carz, Chicago, was arrested by Dep- 
uties Fred Zeason and William 
Wood and charged with illegal park- 
ing and illegal lights in connection 
with the accident He is scheduled 
to appear before Justice of the 
Peace Emil Lindvahl in Waukcgan 
tomorrow. 

Gresens was driving north on Rte. 
59 and as he got over the crest of 
a hill he saw a semi-tratler truck 
parked in the northbound lane. 
There were lights on the cab, but 
not on the rear, and in the darkness 
—it was about 7 p. m. — he couldn't 
tell the distance it was ahead. He 
applied the brakes, but the pavement 
was icy and he skidded onto the 
southbound shoulder, returned to 
the pavement and rammed the left 
rear end of the trailer. 

The impact knocked the rear 
wheels off the truck and damaged 
the axle, deputies said, and the car 
ended up three feet under the 
trailer. The car was demolished. 

Gancarz told the police he ran 
out of gas while the truck was in 
the northbound lane. The impact of 
the collision knocked him out of the 
right door onto the northbound 
shoulder of the road. 

The deputies said the truck driver 
told them he was preparing to put 
out flares, but Gresens doubts that 
he had any flares and didn't seem 
to know how to light them when 
Gresens produced them to warn 
other motorists. 

j Had not he been wearing a safety 
belt, Gresens believes the impact 
would have been sufficient to have 
killed him. He was treated by a 
local physician and is recovering at 
hii home.

Lack of Approval by 26 

Votes Threatens Deficit 

Spending in 1958-59 



Only 21 per cent of the parents 
of Antioch Township High School 
students took the trouble to vote 
Saturday afternoon at the referen- 
dum in which the proposal to In- 
crease the education tax 15 cents on 
the $100 assessed valuation was de- 
feated 454 to 428. 

Of the estimated 1,200 parents, 
the poll books showed that only 250 
went to the polls. 

The defeat of the measure by only 
26 votes showed a big turning of 
the attitude of the voters who in 
a previous referendum had defeated 
a proposal to -increase the educa- 
tional tax by 21 cents and a build- 
ing fund tax of 8% cents by a vote 
of 658 to 374. 

Only 884 persons went to the 
polls this time in contrast to 1,034 in 
the previous election. Two ballots 
at Lake Villa were spoiled. 
• Carries in Lake Villa 

The proposal carried in Lake 
Villa township but was turned down 
in Antioch township. The vote was 
Antioch Precinct No, 1—284 yes, 385 
no; Lake Villa No. 2 — 75 yes, 46 no; 
Lindenhurst No. 3 — 09 yes, 23 no. 

The Board of Education plans to 
let the matter rest for the time 
being, Supt. A. L. Dittman said. 

"If we are to continue our present 
standards, we soon will be into 
deficit spending which we have 
tried to avoid to save taxpayers 
interest costs," he said. 

The need for more money to hire 
teachers for the rapidly increasing 
cnrdllment will make borrowing 
of money necessary in the next two 
years.- Should the referendum have 
been favorable the extra money 
would not have been received until 
1959-00.

To Be Modernized 
For Fine Collection 

Mayor Calls for Monthly Re- 
port From Police Magis- 
trate on Cases

The Antioch Lions Club will meet

Modernizing of police records, es- 
pecially as they concern parking 
tickets. Is in the process for Antioch, 
Herman Holbek, chairman of .the 
police committee and Mayor Cun- 
ningham announced- Tuesday night 
at the Village Board meeting. 

The announcement followed a de- 
mand by the mayor that monthly 
reports be made by the police mag- 
istrate on disposal of all cases in 
his court. 

Trustee John Blockman objected 
to the recording of names, but 
other members of the Board in- 
formed him that other villages and 
cities made public this information 
and the public has a right to know 
what the court is doing. 

Heretofore Police Magistrate E. 
E. Brook has merely honded in the 
number of cases and the check for 
the amount "of the fines. 

Chairman Holbek says the new 
filing system and the record cards 
will note tickets or fines assessed; 
those paid and those unpaid. Up- 
on failure to pay the third ticket 
arrest will take place and a heavy 
penalty assessed along with court 
costs. 

Most of the parking tickets are 
now collected for in the street 
boxes. Still, the report of the po- 
lice committee shows that last month 
204 tickets were issued and so fai 
only 81 fines have been paid. 

The new system will narrow the 
gap to a minimum. 

There were five moving traffic 
violations during November and all 
five' were paid for in fines. Police 
Chief Walter I. Scott also reported 
five accidents, three petty larceny 
coses and one case of dog bite. 
Seven dogs were impounded, and 
six were disposed of, two by owners'

Twps. Get School Unit Report 



. Boards of Antioch Township 
grade schools and the Antioch Town- 
ship High school were told to'form 
a unit system of school manage- 
ment as soon as possible in recom- 
mendations made by the North- 
western Survey Services Monday 
evening. 

The recommendation followed a 
study of material 'gathered by the 
Citizens Committee of 41 -members 
composed of representatives of the 
schools in the high school district. 

The summary of recommendations 
said: 

1, It is recommended that a unit 
district composed of those districts 
participating in this study be formed 
as soon as possible. 

2, The high school district should 
issue sufficient bonds to cover con- 
struction of needed facilities for the 
immediate future. This should be 
done prior to the formation of the 
unit district. 

3, Each elementary district as it 
is now organized in its entirety 
should come into the unit-district. 

4, Lotus and Spring Grove should 
be a part of the unit district. 

, S. . All students who have start- 
ed in a given high school prior to 



the establishment of a unit district 
should be allowed to finish their 
academic career in the school of 
their choice. , 

0. Arrangements should be made 
to hold to an absolute minimum 
payments between districts for 
equities in existing buildings. 

7. In thinking of long range 
plans, a high school should 'be 

planned between Lake Villa and 
Antioch. Also, (a) a junior high

900 pupils. 

10. The boundary lines for the 
new unit district should be as in- 
dicated on a map furnished in the 
report. . (Roughly the map enlarges 
the district at the southwest corner, 
takes in all of Dist. 41 at Lake Villa, 
and extends cast of Millburn in 
Lake Villa township and east beyond 
the high school district line in New- 
port Township.) .

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Dictators and the Economy 

During one' of the President's recent conferences, 
he was asked what government programs would be 
reduced or eliminated in the effort to cut federal 
spending. In answering, he laid special stress on fed- 
eral electric power, development, saying: ". . . there 
Is a very great difference between local or state 
government building things, that is, a public utility 
system or a dam or anything else, and the federal 
government doing it. Because as federal govern- 
ment begins to run riot with the expenditures that it 
deems good for the country, if necessary, it can print 
money; it con go into debt." 

Then the president added: ". . . any government 
that controls all the power in the country can really 
dictate what the economy is going to be. They can 
shift it and everything else." He made it clear that 
the Administration will continue to support the 
"partnership" plan .of power development, which lays 
the primary responsibility for meeting local power 
needs on local private enterprise, local government, 
and other local groups. 

Many people see eye to eye with the President 
in his views on federal power — socialized electricity 
These public plants escape all or the major part of 
the tax burden borne by private enterprise. They 
become political footballs. And there is plenty of 
evidence that the people don't want them — in local 
election after local election proposed public power 
plants and systems have been voted down. 

That to one side, whtfl the President said about 
federal power is unassailable. These monopolies are 
forced on the people by politicians who make careers 
of promoting bigger and costlier government, and 
the people have no choice in the matter. Their 
power projects are tax-dodgers on a gradiose scale. 
And inevitably, they become dictators against whose 

policies there is no effective recourse.

$51 Billion Isn't Enough 

The federal highway program is supposed to pro- 
vide 41,000 miles of roads over a 13-year period at 
at cost of $51 billion. But now, according to a grow- 
ing body of evidence, it begins to appear that even 
that incredible sum of money Isn't enough for the 
job. The Chicago American says: "Some authorities 
think the present appropriation will pay for only half 
the new roads we need." 

It's interesting to relate this king-size problem to 
something that is going on in the states. In Illinois, 
Wisconsin and Texas determined efforts were made 
to lift truck weight limits to the startling figure of 
72,000 pounds. The Illinois and Wisconsin legislatures 
did pass such bills, but in both cases they were vetoed 
by the state governors, on advice of highway authori- 
ties. In Texas the bill passed the House but died in 
the Senate; — when, reportedly, members begun "hear- 
ing from the folks back home." 

Wisconsin's Governor Thomson, in explaining his 
veto, said: "Probably not more than 10 per cent of 
our Class A highways are constructed to carry such 
loads." The cost of such superhighways is unbeliev- 
ably high. So is the cost of maintenance. And they 
are definitely not needed by private cars and by trucks 
of moderate size, which make up the vast majority 
of the traffic. 

Soaring road costs arc commonly blamed on in- 
flation. This is a factor, but not the only one by any 
means. The oversize trucks constitute one of the 
principal reasons. That's why more and more people. 
In and out of government, are coming to believe that 
it Is time to review our methods of raising road money 
— and to share the costs on a more equitable basis than 
is the case today.

Journalists and Doctors 

Newspaper people and doctors have a great deal 
in common. That is the unusual theme of an edi- 
torial in the Louisville Courier Journal, entitled 
"Press and Medicine Both Serve the People." 

The Journal says: "The two professions — medicine 
and journalism — have some notable points of similar- 
ity. Both are concerned with important functions of 
human life. Doctors strive to preserve and restore 
human health. . . . Journalists deal with the health of 
human minds in a democracy by trying to keep them 
adequately informed. 

"Both professions are practiced by men and 
women who the passionate believers in their calling. 
HerL> is perhaps the root of some misunderstanding.

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Gas Company Employees 
Awarded for Saving Life 



Northern Illinois Gas Company 
Wednesday (Dec 4) honored three 
employes whose quick thinking nnd 
prompt action saved a human life. 

The President's Award for the 
Saving of Human Life was present- 
ed at the utility's annual manage- 
ment conference by President Mar- 
vin Chandler to Ray Cload, Douglas 
Dunn, and Albert Perna. 

All of the throe award recipients 
were driving to their Bcllwood 
homes from the gas company's Bell- 
wood headquarters last April when 
they saw a track laborer, his 
clothing ablaze, running along the 
right-of-way of the Chicago and 
Great Western Railroad near Bell- 
wood Avenue. 

The -trio of gas company employes 
ran after the victim, threw him to 
the ground, tore off most of his 
outer clothing and smothered the re- 
maining flames with their own 
jackets. 

The laborer, who received multi- 
ple second and third degree burns, 
accidentally had been sprayed by 
kerosene from a faulty container. 

Eight Northern Illinois Gas em- 
ployes now have been given this 
special award established by. . the 
utility's board of directors in 1955 
to "recognize individual heroism, 
presence of mind and prompt action 
of employes resulting in the saving 
of human life." 



Let's Make December 

A Safe Driving Month 



The nation was handed its 1957 
traffic bill, and it came to a stag- 
gering grand total of 57,255,600.000. 

That is the estimated cost of a 
single year's traffic mayhem based 
on figures for the first nine months 
of this year and a projection through 
Dec. 31. It is the highest figure 
in the history of the automobile. 

The pro rata share borne by each 
of the nation's 171,790,000 citizens 
amounts to $42,23. Included in the 
sum are charges for property dam- 
age, automobile repair, legal and 
medical fees, insurance expenses 



and loss of income through absence 
from work." 

In amassing this bill the nation's 
traffic losses will reach an estimat- 
ed total of 38,300 deaths, 1,856,000 
injuries and 11,700,000 accidents. 
An extended period of bad weather 
during the month of December 
could reduce this toll some by re- 
ducing the number of cars on the 
highway. Otherwise, the usual on- 
nual round of holiday shoppers 
and seasonal celebrants will make 
December once again the deadliest 
month of the year. 

While deaths will be below the 
all-time high set In 1050, accidents 
and injuries, like the dollars cost, 
are continuing their steady climb 
and will reach new high levels. 
This steady increase in the total 
traffic casualty experience exposes 
the error of measuring highway 
safety progress solely on traffic 
death figures. 

As for the $42.23 "bilb" charged 
up to every man, woman and child 
in the country, they can be marked 
paid since the cost of accidents is 
met on a pay-as-you-go basis. How- 
ever, this is small consolation since, 
as matters stand, every citizen can 
count on his share of this economic 
waste to increase each year for the 
rest of his life. 

These losses will continue until 
we are ready and willing to pay 
reasonably for safe vehicle and 
driver control through effective en- 
forcement, engineering and educa- 
tion and until each individual ac- 
cepts his personal responsibility for 
complete obedience to the traffic 
rules. 

Until then, motorists with a reali- 
zation of the danger and a strong 
will to live have the best chance 
of avoiding accidents. Such peo- 
ple will keep their minds on their 
driving, will not take small risks 
to save time and will not violate 
obvious safety rules like driving 
after drinking. 

That is particularly important in 
the coming holiday season, if pres- 
ent human and economic loss esti- 
mates are not to be exceeded.

Ban on "Secret" TV Ad. 
Sought by Congressmen 



The ultimate in "hidden persua- 
sion" advertising — ads which the TV 
viewer doesn't even realize arc be- 
ing beamed at him — has come in for 
heavy attack by ad men and- U. S. 
Congressmen. 

One Congressman, Rep. William 
A. Dawson (R-Ulah) feels that the 
"secret pitch" is so dangerous that 
he has called upon the Federal Com- 
munications Commission to request 
all TV stations to prohibit its use 
pending full investigation of the 
process by the FCC. 

No Defense 

The new technique, which is re- 
ceiving such wide attention, is called 
subliminal advertising. It plants 
its message in the TV or movie 
viewer's subconscious mind by inter- 
mittent split-second floshcs too fast 
to be noted by the eye. The viewer 
is defenseless against the subtle per- 
suasion because he is unconscious 
of the stimuli. It works so fast it 
is below the "threshold" of his 
awareness. 

Does the new process work? The 
motivational researcher who devel- 
oped the technique points to the 
results of a six-week test in a New 
Jersey movie theatre. During the 
course of the feature picture, pa- 
trons were bombarded with invisi- 
ble messages urging them to cat 
popcorn and drink Coca-Colo. Test 
records show average sales increose 
during the period of 57.5 per cent in 
popcorn, 18.8 per cent in Coca-Cola. 



License Plates Available 

Springfield, III.— Mailing of 1058 
motor vehicle license plates began 
Monday, Dec. 2, and over-the-coun- 
ter sale of plates started at the some 
time in Chicago and Springfield, 
Secretary of State Charles F. Car- 
pentier has announced. 

Because limited storage space docs 
not permit a large Inventory' of 
plates at a time, plates will be 
mailed in numerical order until the 
majority of them have been sent, 
Mr. Carpentier sold. 

The deadline for disploylng 1058 
plates will be no later than Febru- 
ary 15, Secretary Carpentier said, 
adding that this means mall appli- 
cations should be in the Spring- 
field office by February 1 for motor- 
ists to be sure their plates will 
reach them in time for the deadline.

CHICAGO— Holiday tip for home- 
makors planning extensive baking 
activity — shop now. Pats, oils, 
canned milk and Baker's chocolate 
arc heading up in price. 

Increases are showing at whole- 
sale on the ingredients and will be 
translated at retail as present stocks 
are depleted. Best average indi- 
cates about n penny increase at re- 
tail. Wholesale, pints of oils went 
up 25c per case, gallon sizes up 45c 
per case. (Milk, eggs and flour re- 
main stable pricewlse, however.) 
This may be considered a "catch up 
condition" as Chicago pricing on 
most food items has lagged the na- 
tion generally. > 

The weekly University of Illinois 
consumer service retail foods survey 
shows this to bo the only major 
commodity group to deviate in an 
otherwise dull market aftermath 
of Thanksgiving holiday week, the 
lethargy being only momentary as 
plans arc laid for the usual spirited 
tempo of Christmas menu planning. 

Major meats, produce, groceries 
and, dairy lines remain quite con- 
stant pricewlse with narry a men- 
tion of turkey this week on the 
horizon. 

Fresh produce is virtually the 
newsmaker in terms of good selec- 
tion, quality and price situations 
from southern and southwestern 
growing regions plagued earlier In 
the season with rugged weather fac- 
tors, y 

Meat departments arc dubious 
when It comes to pegging values, 
with many buyers holding up a 
finger to see which way the wind 
is blowing. Against this doubtful 
condition, fryer prices dropped con- 
siderably, pegging this as probably 
the most obvious bargain right now. 
Selected pork also holds a logical 
value position, mainly bacon, fresh 
pork roasts and chops offering the 
greatest budget savings. Beef steaks, 
notably round and sirloins, are other 
potential features for the week end- 
ing Dec. 7. 

First-of-the-month unload situa- 
tions offer many produce values, 
such as sweetcorn 100 per cent more 
plentiful than last year, apple stor- 
age 30 per cent up, avocados up 200 
per cent, tangerines down 6 per 
cent in supply but with one-third 
of the crop arriving this month, and 
grapes (primarily Emperor) greater 
supplied than a year ago. Other De- 
cember highs in supply include 
anise, broccoli, mushrooms, horse- 
radish, kumquats and tangerines. 
Bananas also offer the consumer an 
excellent supply-demands relation- 
ship currently. 

There are many concessions in 
butter and other dairy lines, and 
eggs arc slightly depressed, large 
Grade A whites pricing about 65c, 
medium sizes up slightly on a short- 
er supply situation, quoting 49-51e. 

Grocery and frozen food lines are 
generally stable pricewise (except 
for the baked goods ingredients), 
with fruit cocktail, peas and apple- 
sauce the better canned food values, 
and peas, orange juice and straw- 
berries topping the frozen values,

Miracle of Electronics 

Cooks Meals in Minutes 



United States housewives of the 
future probably will have to accept 
a new set of food standards when 
they cook. 

According to Mrs. Evalyn Brink- 
man, associate professor of home 
economics at Illinois Institute of 
Technology, housewives .will bake 
non-mealy potatoes and cakes as 
light as souffles — electronically. 

"But the miracle of electronics 
means that the average woman will 
need to time cooking by minutes 
and seconds, judge both weight and 
thickness of foods, and have the 
patience of Job to learn to use her 
new piece of equipment," she says. 

Electronic cooking — the speed 
cookery which uses high frequency 
microwave energy — is here to stay, 
said Mrs. Brtnkman. Several thous- 
and electronic ovens already have 
been installed in American homes, 
despite the almost-prohibitive cost 
of $1,000 to $1,350. 

"And many restaurants are using 
electronic ovens," she added. "As 
the production volume increases and 



the cost decreases, olmost anyone 
can own an electronic cooker." 

A six-week experiment with an 
electronic range at Illinois Tech 
produced both steaks and cakes in 
three minutes. 

"Watch out for overcooking, 
though," advised Mrs. Brinkman. 
Even experienced home economics 
teachers like the IIT staff learned 



this the hard way. 

"And I do mean hard," she said. 
"The first baking powder biscuits we 
prepared were left in the oven a 
second or two too long and we 
couldn't even break them open." 

Mrs. Housewife will find that 
biscuits don't brown, meats don't 
sear, and cakes don't get golden un- 
less an auxiliary browner is used—

Act Now To Trim Your 
Federal Income Tax Bill 



?7ii.t is one of a series of four article* on federal income 
taxes. The articles are bated on information provided by the 
American Institute of Certified Public Accountants and the 
Illinois Society of Certified Public Accountants. 

You still have timc-^-out not much time — to do a little year-end 
tax planning and assure yourself of the best possible break when 
you file your tax return next April. 

Millions of high, low nnd middle 



income taxpuyurs, rcnlliing that 
careful planning ot their flnnnclnl 
affairs between now and tho flrsl of 
the year con pay off handsomely 
when tho tax collector calls next 
spring, have already begun to en tab; 
tlsh those extra deductions and spe- 
cial exemptions that wilt reduce 
their tax bills. 

You can do this too, but you must 
act no later than December SI, 

To alert you to the tax-saving 
steps you may be able to take be- 
fore tho end of the year, this news- 
paper Is printing a series ot articles 
prepared with the help of the na- 
tional and state organizations of 
certified public accountants. These 
articles— If you keep them and fol- 
low their adTlce — can save you 
money. 

Evaluate Income Prospects 

It you are like most IndlYldual 
taxpayers, your goal at this time 
should be to level out Income for 
this year and next year. Needless or 
careless bunching of Income In 
either year can be costly. The sharp 
bite of today's progressive tax rates 
—which you can assume will be as 
high or possibly only slightly less 
la 1958— makes It much better to 
have an income ot 18,000 in each of 
'two years, rather than f 6,000 in 
one and 110,000 In the other. 

Taxpayers who are tn danger of 
being whlplashed from one tax 
bracket to another because of wide 
fluctuations in their 1957 and 1953 
Income should act before December 
31 to try to average out their tax- 
able earnings. This can be done by 
careful shifting ot Income and de- 
ductions from one year to the next. 

Hote to SMft Income 

For example. It your two-year in- 
come estimate shows that your 
Income for this year will be signifi- 
cantly higher than next year's, you 
should take immediate steps to 
throw as much Income as possible 
from 1957 to 1958. At the same time 
you should speed-up the payment of 
all expenses that can be deducted 
on your 1957 return. By concen- 
trating deductions in the higher 
year and switching Income to the 
lower,, you will keep your taxes for 
both years in the lowest possible 
tax bracket. . 

Should you be faced with the 



more desirable problem ot n slzeablo 
Increase In your 1958 income, re- 
verno this procedure — delay ex- 
penses and speed-up Income If you 
can. 

Timing income and deductions to 
gain a tnx advantage Is not too 
difficult for the millions of tax- 
payers who file tot urns on the basis 
of cash receipts and cash disburse' 
ments. "Gash basis" business and 
professional men can shift income 
by simply delaying or speeding-up 
the collection of accounts receivable 
near the end of the year. Salesmen 
and contractors can do the same 
thing by extending or closing deals 
that may be pending In November 
or December. 

Farmers who operate on a cash 
basis can accelerate or postpone In- 
come by proper timing of the sates 
of their crops or livestock. While 
their Income will be taxable In the 
year cash Is received, the full costs 
of raising crops or cattle are de- 
ductible for the year in which the 
costs were paid. 

Speelei income. Situations 

There are 'special situations In 
which It can be advantageous to 
bunch. Income In a single tax year. 
For example, a husband and wife 
can file a Joint return to gain the 
benefits of income-splitting. Should 
one of them die. the survivor may 
file a Joint return for the year in 
which the spouse died and also for 
two succeeding years under certain 
.conditions. Thus, a widow or 
widower may profit by throwing 
more Income Into this year and less 
Into next if his or her spouse died 
in 1955, since the privilege of filing 
a Joint return will be lost in all 
cases in 1558. 

It you are planning to be married 
la 1958, remember that the Income- 
splitting privileges you gain will 
act like a rate cut for you. At 
17,000 of Income, your taxes will be 
8240 less than If you were single, 
assuming that you take the stand- 
ard deduction and claim only ex- 
emptions for you and your wife. 
For this reason, young couples plan- 
ning marriage might consider post- 
poning Income from 1957 to 1958. 
while accelerating deductions from 
1958 to 1957.
